the God of wifdom influence the United 
States to this policy ; and while their de­ 
liberations are conduded w'ith caution and 
decifion, may their adminiftration be as re­ 
markable for its adive vigor, as for its po­ 
litical wifdom and difcernment. 


Although the general concerni of the 
Union are urider the dirfcdion of tlie geheral 
government, yet tlie individual ttates have 
their particular duties in relation to the 
whole ; more efpecially they have at this 
critical period, to guàr’d with vigilance, 
againft the arts and intrigues of the general 
enemies of the union, whofe infidlous influ­ 
ence will be particularly extended to indi­ 
vidual ftates, ieeking to produce dii^ifion . 
and difunion, thereby to tveaken and ener­ 
vate our general exertions. 
This fpirit ot 
artifice and intrigue will be eagerly fcized, 
at a time when renewed négociations With 
France are attempted, and is therefore to 
be carefully guarded againft, at fuoh a mo­ 
ment, left artful infinualions ftiould excite 
uneafinefs and difcontent, and dift'^rence of 
opinion fhoold lull oiir det'enfive prepara­ 
tions, or weaken our acllve oneratlous.— . 
This duty of political vigilance and watch­ 
ful attention, will I truft, at tills eventful 
period, be carefully excited by the citizens 
of this ftate. 
And may our Almighty Pro­ 
tector guard thefe United States from the 
wiles of intrigue and deception, and defend 
them from the injuries c f war and at^i-ref- 
fion.
